ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR CATHOLIC POPULATION CONTINUES TO DECLINE 


¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

WEEKLY SUNDAY MASS ATTENDANCE CONTINUES TO DECLINE 


¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance 
Mass attendance was declining 
between 0.5% to 1% per year. 


¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 


- While Mass attendance in October 2011 2012 2013 2014 2015 2016 2017 2018 2019 2020 2021 
2021 showed a significant increase 
from 2020, it was still 25% lower than Number of Catholics and Weekend Mass Attendance 
Mass attendance in October 2019.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR 


Though we educate a higher 
percentage of children in our Catholic

(37%), enrollment continues to decline. 


During the last decade, PSR 
enrollment has declined faster than 
day school enrollment. 


Our current model of Catholic 
elementary schools cannot continue. 
¢ Only 40-50% of our elementary school 


children live in the boundaries of their 
parish school. 


¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in St. Louis County. The geography of this area is defined by 
several Interstates (64, 70, 170 and 270), the Missouri River to the west and St. 
Louis City to the east. 


¢ It is made up of parishes from the southern part of North County and northern part 
of West County deaneries. There are 10 territorial parishes, 1 personal parish and 
4 elementary schools. Currently there are 10 diocesan priests assigned to this 
group. 


¢ Clusters of church buildings exist in the University City and Overland Area with 
parishes within a few miles of each other. St. Roch and the Cathedral are also 
within a few miles of All Saints. Our Lady of Guadalupe is 5 to 7 miles from these 
parishes. The parishes in the western half of the planning area (Maryland Heights 
and Creve Coeur) are all within 3 to 5 miles of each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA HAS A VERY DIVERSE POPULATION 
Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 1% from 2010. 


The percent of the population that is white has decreased from 71% in 2000 to 
52% in 2020. 
¢ The black population has been stable 
¢ This area has one of the highest concentrations of Latinos in the Archdiocese — the 
planning area is only 7%, but there are areas that are 10-15%. 
¢ The area also has a large and growing Jewish, Indian (from India), Asian, and Middle 
Eastern population. 


11% of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. 


Median household income in the area is $57,700, slightly below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT DECREASED 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 703 children enrolled, down 
14% from 5 years ago. All four elementary schools have under 200 students. 


The schools generally draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 512. 


There are 393 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 32% from 5 years earlier.

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ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Our Lady of the Presentation parish was opened 
in 1915. But as with all the “collar” communities 
surrounding the City of St. Louis, the housing 
stock became too small for many families and the 
parish began to decline. The Overland area has 
become a destination for Hispanics because of 
the affordable housing. The Presentation territory 
has one of the highest concentrations of 
Hispanics in the diocese. The parish school 
closed in 2009 with 91 students. 


When neighboring Holy Trinity parish closed in 
2020, its territory was attached to All Souls 
parish. However, Our Lady of the Presentation 
gained about 40 households from Holy Trinity. 


¢ The parish has about 420 households. The 
parish church was completed in 1948 and seats 
450. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ An increasing diverse area with growing number of Hispanics, however 
Hispanic ministry is at All Souls or Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


¢ Parish membership has been declining, with declining baptisms and children 
in religious formation. Mass attendance has rebounded to pre-COVID levels. 


¢ Offertory has been increasing and cash flow has been improving in recent 
years. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS BECOMING INCREASINGLY DIVERSE 
WITH INCREASES IN HISPANIC PERSONS 


¢ Population in the area has been slowly declining over the past few decades. 


¢ Parish area is becoming increasing diverse. 
Percent white population has decreased from 92% in 1990 to 52% in 2020. 
Hispanic population has grown to 11%, one of the highest in the diocese. 
42% of households are renters. 


¢ Median household income is $50,800 which is lower than the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700. 


* 9% of the resident population is Catholic which is well below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%.
